CHICAGO, June 25.—Increases will 
be granted to the railroad workers by 
thé Wage Board, according to re- 
Hable information reaching Taz NEw 
York Timzs° correspondent. late to- 
night. They will be on a graduated 
scale, averaging a little over twenty-. 
two per cent. The lowest inctease, 
it is said, will be a flat twenty per 
cent. and will affect the higher paid 
classes of labor. As class of labor 
decreases’ the wage of ‘award will 
increase, it is declared, the greatest 
advance heing approximately twenty- 
seven per‘cent. -This increase, based 
on the totel labor expenses of the 
roads, Will amount to millions of 
dollars.

Revolver Used in Act in Chicago 
Theatre Held a Bullet Which 
Hit a Man “Off” Stage. 

















POLICE ARE INVESTIGATING 





Miss Gordon’s Husband Says 
Bullet Was to Protect Jewels 
—Cartridge Not Changed.

CHICAGO, June 25. — Considerable 
mystery, which the police are trying to 
solve, is attached to the shooting today 
of Joseph A. Hack, an acrobat, with a 
-38 ‘calibre bullet by Kitty Gordon, the 
actress. How the bullet came tobe in 
the revolyer, which is use@ in her act, 
is the problem-on which the police are 
working, ‘so: far without success. 
Although the shot was fired from mid- 
stage in full view of the large audience, 
few patrons realized anything unusual 
had happened. Upon emerging. from 
the playhouse they saw anh: ambulance 
waiting at the stage door and a crowd 
surging’ up the alley. + 
The shooting was accidental. The. Fe- 
volver, from which the actress is sup- 
posed to fire.a blank cartridge during. a 
movie burlesque, had been used by Jatk 
Wilson, her .husband and vaudevilte 
partner, he -tol€ the police, for the 
prac ea le A rt la By crs

ridges and reloading the weapon with 
blanks just before the performance, he

PARIS; June 25.—Here is the general 
plan of campaign of the Allies against 
the forces of Mustapha Kemal in Asia 
Minor, as adopted by Marshal Foch and 
Sir Henry Wilson, British Chief of 
Staff, at Hythe and Boulogne. The 
operations already begun “involve the 
use of French, English and Greek 
troops, with the bulk of the early work 
failing on the Greeks. , 

Houghly speaking the position of the 
opposing forces Yorms a narrow rectan- 
gle extending from the vicinity of Alep- 
po,,in .Cicilia, through Anatolia to Is- 
mid, near Constantinople. The forces 
of the Turkish leader are thinly spread 
along thé northern side of this rectan- 
gle, and those of the Greeks are concen- 
eg in the Smyrna area on the south- 

side, their west wing resting on the 

Hritisn and their east wing on the 
l'rench forces. 

‘Tne. Greek troops will advance from 
their area of occupation jn the Smyrna 
district and attack Mustapha Kemal’s 
front; carrying on operations’ over the 
open térrain to the northeast. Kemal will 
find it «necessary to. weaken the wings 
of his position to protect his. centre 
agai te movement, thus facilitating 
én advance by the French from te 
Bast ahd the British from the west. It 
4g ttoped that this cohverging movement 
will pen him up in Anatolia and ‘force 
him to. surrender. 

The | terrain over which ‘the French are 
operdiing is the most difficult, Much 
of. the country is mounwiuiivus, alu ia 
many. pluces the only routes of advance 
aré through narrow gorges easily de- 
fénded by small detachments of snipers. 
fhe British will not have so difficult-a 
task at the beginning of the campaign, 
for the country in front of them is 
mostly gently rolling, sparsely wooded 
ahd with many open stretches of plains.

Here the 
operations of a Summer campaign will 
be extremely difficult because of the 
pee and prevalence of malaria. As they

In the centre, where the Greeks have 
begun -operations, the early fighting is 
over favorable terrain. It is mostly flat, 
with small forests and some _ mars 
ground,.in general being good fighting 
country. Here, if the advance proceeds 
rend. cavalry can be — to good ad- 


antage. 

“If the allied plan is eucessstully car- 
ried out the campaign is Hkely to de- 
velop into a series of rapid operations 
with favorable opportunities for British 
cavairy in its fi rst stages. 

The climax, however, will present 
many difficulties for all the troops ad- 
vancing. in mountain country, where 
Kemal wilt have the advantage with an 
early choice of defense points and. will 
be able to employ light artillery and 
machine guns to the best advantage.

CAPE TOWN, June 25.—‘' In the first 
days of its operation the League’ of Na- 
tions has not responded to the great 
hopes entertained for it,” declared Jan 
Christian Smuts, Premier of the Union 
of South Africa, in the course of an As- 
sembly debate on the League, ‘ But,’’ 
he continued, ‘‘ rather than rejoice over 
its failure, every ‘one should bend his 
energies to make it an instrument of 
reality and power in the affairs of 
ae world."’ 

Several things had militated againat 
the League, the Premier added, notably 
the refusal of the United States to be- 
come a member, “for it is beyond 
doubt that the League depended largely 
on America for its initial strength‘ and 
success. 

** America could have brought to the 
League the influences and resources ab- 
solutely needed today, but she has not 
chosen to play the.part of moral leader 
of the world,’’ said Premier Smuts. ‘I 
chope the time will come when the United 
States will appreciate the position she 
occupies. But, pending this, it is. better. 
to guspend judgment, 

‘The Supreme Council has pushed 
the League into the background. ‘But 
it is hoped that both bodies will soon 
be united. The present international 
situation finds England and France 
alone trying to right a hopeless situa- 
tion. 


“There is grave danger of further 
alliances unless the five world powers 
act in complete accord. The Polish 
war has done more to make the people 
realize the impotency of the League 
than anything else."’

Although the jurists are in agreement 
on many questions before th2m, this is 
the first resolution which they have 
actually adopted. ft will bring much 
rejoicing to the Dutch, who nave enter- 
tained hopes of sucha decision.

PREDICTS RISE IN FRANC 


H. A. Metz Gives Legs Optimistic 
Account—Describes Soffer- 
ing in Germany. 
——]———— 


Picturea both gloomy and cheerful of 
conditions in’ Europe were painted by 
Prederic .R. Coudert, international 
lawyer, and Herman A, Mets, former 
Controller of the city, who returned yes- 
terday from trips abroad. Mr. Coudert 
was enthusiastic over the rapidity. with 
which France was from the 
effects of the war, while Mr, Metz told 
of the undernourishment due to the 
scarcity of food which was so noticeable 
in Germany. 

Mr. Coudert, who, with Mrs, Coudert, 
has been abroad since April, was a pas- 
senger on the Adriatic of the White Star 
Line. He told of having flown by air- 
plane from England to the Continent 
and of flights in the air over a large 
gection of France. 

‘Anyone who has viewed France 
from an airplane cannot help but be 
impressed with the sight of the country 
under cultivation,” Mr. Coudert said. 
*‘ Agriculturists are atriving to raise o 
record supply of food for the nation’s 
needs. Manufacturing centres are teem- 
ing with industry; in fact, the whole 
nation seems imbued with a sense of co- 
operation to restore France to normal. 

“While there have been many strikes 
there, they were not as serious as here, 
and the Government handled the diffi- 
culties with great ability. Taxes, of 
course, are tremendously high, but the 
people are assuming the burden with a 
commendable cheerfulness."’ 

Mr. Coudert was optimistic that the 
franc would soon get back to normal 
value. With such concentration of ef- 
fort and co-operation to bring the coun- 
try back to pre-war conditions, the 
financial and economic difficulties were 
bound to be cleared up in @ short time, 
he said. 

Germans Still Arrogant. 

“We made a short trip into Germany, 
where we observed that the Germans 
were quite as unrepentant as ever,’’ Mr. 
Coudert went on. Mrs. Coudert, who 
speaks the language fluently, convered 
with ‘all kinds of people; and; almost 
without exception, they were as cocky 
and self-satisfied as during the war."

Thinks Demecrats Will Hardly 
Take Risk of Adopting One. 
Special to The New York Timea. 

CHICAGO, June 25.—Former President 
William Howard Taft, who was in this 
city today, believes a beer plank in the 
Democratic platform is doomed to fail- 
ure, 

“The Democrats will hardly take the 
risk of going before the country with a 
wet plank in their platform,”’ said Mr. 
Taft. ‘‘ Prohibition is now a part of the 
erganic law of the land, and this fact 
— command the respect of all polit- 

ical parties. I do not look for the Dem- 
ocratic Party in its San Francisco con- 
vention to follow the lead of Governor 

Edwards or any other wet candidate 

on this question.’’ 

Mr. Taft, although believing there 
would be neither a wet nor a dry plank 
in the Democratic platform, expressed 
the belief that “‘ reasonable and common 
sense’ enforcement ‘legislation would, 
in the near future, make the wet and 
ary fight a quiet, orderly and inob- 
trusive corpse, intimating that personal- 
ly he did not quite have a high regard 
for the BHighteenth Amendment—" but 
since it's the law, I believe in obeying 
it to the letter.”

The restoration, according 
to the same authority, is nothing less 
than the achievement of a ** miracle- 
worker.’’ GurotittT1 is hardly that. He 
is a veteran politician with a powerful

majority of whom are his own hold- 
over appointees. Moreover, hé knew 
“how to bide his time. He allowed the 
idiscontents with OrLanpo and with 
| Nrirt1 ‘to heap up until the demand for 
L a change became imperative. Then he 
‘offered himself as the one man of the 
' hour. 

His announcement of’ policy before 
‘the Chamber on Thursday shows that

The new 
Government's undertaking not to gov- 
ern by royal decrees,: save in ‘* ex- 
ceptional cases,’’ aiso strikes at a 
present cause. of popular dissatisfac- 
tion in Italy... It was one of the griev- 
ances against Nitti. All told, the new 
Italian Ministry begins its work amid 
many signs of public favor; but how 
precarious that is no one knows better 
-than the old steersman once more at 
the helm.

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INDUSTRIAL SELF-DETERMINA-

The Secretary of the Federation of 
Labor argues that, since all the 
railway workers favor Government 
ownership and operation, such an 
example of self-determination ought 
to close the subject on that basis.

‘That traf- 
fic has disappeared, and costs of oper- 
ation have largely increased, so that 
the present financial condition of the 
road is the worst in its history since 
the Pennsylvania rescued it from bank- 
bruptcy, at large cost to itsélf and 
greater gain to patrons. Just as the 
road faces this loss of $2,000,000 
net earnings there is-a demand that 
it shall reduce its passenger fares to 
the rate charged by the Pennsylvania 
where the loss on passengers is. re- 
couped by the profit on freight, the 
freight profits of the Long Island being 
as small as the Pennsylvania's are 
large. Also the State regulators are 
demanding that the Long Island shail 
build a bridge over Flushing inlet at 
a@ cost of $643,000, and shall depress 
its tracks at Far Rockaway at a cost 
of $2,500,000. 

The Long Island does not dispute 
the necessity of the improvements, and 
is willing to make them, but thinks 
that the regulators might allow it to 
earn the money, and might consult the 
road about the economies of the plans. 
The regulators mean well, but the lot 
of railway operators is ‘‘*just one 
thing after another.’”

Particularly well-printed little book just 
issued by the Bank of the Manhattan 
Company. In it the story is told anew 
of this famous institution, from its 
founding by Aaron Burk, soon after the 
close of the Revolution, and » mingled 
with it is the story of the Merchants’ 
Bank; which was ALEXANDER HAMILTON’s 
in the same sense that the other was 
‘Burr's. 

Just as the’ names of these two men 
are linked in our annals, so the two 
barks have carried on their highly im- 
portant ‘transactions side by side till 
now, through all the years’ of their ex- 
istence. At last, only a ‘few months 
ago, they were consolidated, and there 
is something strange, and in a way. pa- 
thetic, in the circumstance that it is 
Burr’s bank that absorbs HAMILTON'S 
bank, and not the other Way around, 
as would be demanded by. what is called, 
for no known reason, ‘' poetic justice.’’ 
But the Bank of the Manhattan Com- 
pany never felt any ill effects from the 
connection with it of Burr's sinister 
and ill-omened name. From the very 
beginning of its career its affairs were 
in the hands of the very best men 
moving in the commercial and. financial 
circles of New York City, and the same 
‘thing is to be said of the men—often 
they were the same men—who man- 
aged the Merchants’ Bank. The two 
organizations always were closely con- 
nected and were involved in practically 
everything that made New York what 
it so, soon became, and what it re- 
mains—the chief city, not only of the 
United States, but of the Western World. 





In reading the, history 


Bankers of the Manhattan and the 
. Then Merchants’ banks, one 
and Now. cannot but be struck by 


great. number of 
names appearing in it that also are 
familiar to every student of American 
chronicles. These bank Presidents, Di- 
rectors and stockholders were more than 
men of money and dealings in money. 
They were men of ‘action and’ achieve- 
ment in many fields. There were states- 
men among them, and soldiers, and by 
the dozens. and scores they gained for 
themselves, in one way or another, 
places in the books that last. 

Somehow or other they were different 
from their banking successors of the 
present, day—not better nor wisér, prob- 
ably, but more adventurous, though hot 
more enterprising; more widely famous, 
though not more respected and trusted. 
The sums of money that passed through 
their hands were trivial in comparison 
with the financial transactions of thesé 
and of many another metropolitan bank 
“Itoday, and yet—well, to put the case 
cautiously, not as many of today’s finan- 
ciers are likely to get the same sort of 
historic and literary recognition as con+ 
fers immortality on the men whose rela- 
tions with the Manhattan and the Mer- 
chants’ were but a small part of their 
busy lives. 

The explanation of the difference, per~ 
haps, is that this is the age of special- 
ists—of concentration within narrow 
fields. That results in a like special- 
ization and concentration. of fame, and 
the penalty of it is that men of very 
high and real eminence rémain prac- 
tically, unknown to more than a small. 
fraction of their contempofaries.’ It was 
not so in the early years of the nine- 
teenth century.

We Must az, writing in Natural 

Save History, .which is the 
Our Eagle. journal of. the American 
Museum, utters a grave, 
almost solemn, warning to the’ effect 
that our national bird, the so-called 
bald eagle, is doomed to speedy extinc- 
tion unless immediate measures are 
taken to protect its surviving represen- 
tatives, 

Once numerous all over the country, 
and only thirty years or so ago often 
to be seen no further from New York 
than the Highlands of the Hudson, they 
are now more than rare all over the 
country except in Alaska, and even there 
they will not last long if the Territorial 
authorities keep up the present bounty 
of 50 cents, which in their unwisdom 
they are paying for the head of every 
eagle killed. The excuse for this incite- 
ment.to ruthless slaughter--the bounty 
had been paid 5,060 times in the two 
years ended with last January—is that 
the big bird destroys salmon and game: 
but the excuse is poor, even on economic 
grounds, for most of the salmon killed 
by eagles are those that have already 
spawned and are going to die anyway, 
while game is safe enough from them 
except along river marging and .on the 
seacoast. 

. The ‘‘ ravages’’ of the “‘ bird of free- 
dom" are of little consequence—gurely 
not sufficient to justify his extirpation 
in the country that chose him for na- 


tional emblem away back in Revolu- 
tionary times, and still holds him in 
theoretical reverence There long have 
been whispers, indeed, that in personal 
character the bald eagle was not 
above criticism—that he is something of 
a robber and brigand—but these charges 
are made only by people who extend 
human morals too far, and there is no 
doubt that our eagle looks to perfection 
the heraldic part assigned to him. Such 
an eye! such a nose! and such a noble 
sweep of pinion! lerfectly at home on a 
flag or in a coat of arms, he earns his 
keep, anywhere, twenty times over.

The Vanderlip nas which cian 
visited Japan was. organized by Mr. 
Frank A. Vanderlip on the invitation of 
‘the so-called Welcome Association, com- 
posed of a group of gentlemen promi- 
nent in the public and business affairs 
of Japan. One of the chief objects of: 
that association is, by affording oppor- 
tunities for the acquisition of exact in- 
formation and by friendly exchange of 
views, to promote more cordial relations 
between Japan and America. ‘The lead- 
ing spirit in the Welcome Association 
is Baron Shibusawa, who:is well known 
in this country. Although now 84 years 
of age and retired from business, he 
continues very ‘actively engaged ‘in 
promulgating liberal ideas, and jis in- 


esigned to improve the welfare of the 
Japanese people. He and the large ele- 
ment of the people that he represents 
are strong advocates of peace among the 
nations of the earth. Recent criticism 
in America of Japan’s national policy 
led the Welcome Association to invite 
Mr. Vanderlip to select a group of 
representative Americans to go to Japan 
and look into the facts. The Vanderlip 
party was, of course, unofficial. It 
came in close contact, however, not 
only with the American Embassy in 
Japah, but also with leading members 
of the Japanese Government. If it had 
had official functions it could not have 
received greater hospitality than it did 
from the social, business and. official 
world of Japan, and it was orded 
the most unusual opportunities to ob- 
tain information concerning all questions 
which are of mutual interest to Japan 
and America. 

During our visit-in Tokio a conference 
was held every morning for six days, at 
which subjects of international interest 
were discussed. These conferences were 
attended by all of the members of our 
party. Baron Shibusawa and Mr. 
Vanderlip were the joint chairmen. 
Viscount Kaneko usually presided, as 
he understood both the Japanese and 
the English language. Besides these, 
Baron Megata, Baron Sakatani, Mr. 
Fujiyama, President of the Chamber 
of Commerce of Tokio; Dr. Soeda, Mr. 
Sumoto and a number of other men 
prominent in public and business af- 
fairs in Japan, some being connected 
with the Government, were “present: 
After our visit to Tokio, we visited 
Yokohama, Kyoto, Osaka, Kobe, Nara 
and Nikko, and at these places, as well 
as. at Tokio, members of our party 
came in contact with the leading 
Japanese citizens and freely discussed 
with them Japanese affairs. These in- 
cluded. Prime Minister Hara, Viscount 
ida, Minister of Foreign” Affairs; 
Prince Yamagata, Count Okuma, Baron 
Goto, Baron Mitsui and many’ otners 
‘who are now influencing sing senti- 
ment in Japan. 

It is the reaction which we followed 
the assumption by America of racial 
superiority that has caused more irri- 
tation than many. of the ‘other ques- 
tions more important to us which 
have been the subject of international 
discussion. The Japanese feel that 
they have not only been treated as 
inferior to Americans, but to other 
people less advanced than they, who 
are permitted to enter. the United 
States under restrictions milder than 
those imposed on them. There seems 
to be no expectation (or any very 
strong desire) on the part of Japan 
that we should change our Oriental 
exclusion policy. But we found a 
considerable amount of irritation on ac- 
count of the manner: in. which Cali- 
fornia has been recently dealing with 
the land question in its effort to 
prevent Japangse residents of that 
State from acquiring agricultural lands. 
This question should not be confused 
with the general immigration exclusion 
policy of the United States, which is 
embodied in the “ gentlemeén’s agree- 
ment,"’ negotiated by Mr... Root, and 
which is’ being faithfully observed by 
Japan; nor does the complaint of the 
importation ‘of *‘ picture brides,’’ who 
are soon tobe entirely excluded, cut 
much figure. The Japanese are not a 
colonizing people—their love of their 
native land is too intense for that. 
Japan's statesmen seem to be willing 
at present: to keep as many. of -her 
nationals as they can in the archi- 
pelago or in Formosa-or Korea, or, if 
they must be colonized, to send them, 
as they are now doing, to those other 
parts of Asia which’ are near at hand 
and are being developed with. Japanese 
capital. 

But in California an effort is being 
made to prevent Japanese oO are 
permanent residents, although not citi- 
zens, from acquiring control, through 
leases or by transfer to théir minor 
children, of agricultural lands. The 
proposed legislation based on initiative 
petitions now in circulation, and the 
political agitation which it has aroused, 
have beén marked by exaggerated and 
inflamed. statements Y jaleareee Japan 
and the Japariese. It would seem 
clear that under the present arrangé- 
ment with Japan there is no danger of 
a Japanese inundation, which, for one, 
I. am clear should be effectively 
guarded against. 

In the first decade of this century 
.785,000 immigrants arrived in the 
United States from all countries. Only 
62,432 of these were Japanese, that is, 
about three-fourths of 1 per cent: of 
the whole. There are now about 100,000 
Japanese in this country. Further im-

The complaint is not that the Japanese 
are lacking in efficiency or character, 
but rather that they are so industrious, 
so frugal and so prosperous that Ameri- 
can farmers are not able successfully to 
compete with them. In certain of the 
agricultural districts, and particularly 
in the Sacraments Valley, it is said that 
they are seeking to obtain a monopoly 
in desirable land, which they cultivate 
intensively, and that. under the advice 
of American lawyers, in order to defeat 
the legislative policy of the State, they 
haye purchased lands in the name of 
their minor children. They have proba- 
bly been badly advised in pressing their 
legal rights against the current of pub- 
lic opinion, and as a result discrimina- 
tory legislation is now threatened. One 
of the proposed bills denies the right 
of any citizen to lease land for .any 
purpose whatsoever to a Japanese under 
the penalty of confiscation. Another, in 
order to defeat the purposes of Japanese 
parents.in putting land in the name of 
their children, proposes to remove Japa- 
nese children from the guardianship of 
their parents and force them under the 
guardianship of the Public Adminis- 
trator. 

The title to land, or any other matter 
of local administration or domestic in- 
terest, is, of.course, primarily a matter 
for regulation by the State Legislature 
or by the people themselves. Many 
States of the Union and many nations, 
including, I believe, Japan, discriminate 
in matters. of land titles against aliens, 
and this has always been regarded as 
sound public policy. But the complaint 
of Japan is that a single State of the 
United States, with much acerbity 
aroused by political discussion, is dis- 


Japan alone, and that they are doing 
it where, legally speaking, the discrim- 
ination affects the rights of minor chil- 
dren who are by birth Americans and 
who, upon becoming of age, will be en- 
titled under our Canstitution to the free 
and untrammeled enjoyment of their 
rights of property. Some of the acts’ pro- 
posed to be submitted to a referendum 
have been couched in language implying 
with: unnecessary vigor the inferiority 
of the Japanese race. These have been 
resented by leaders of Hberal. Japanese}, 
thought,, who are, however, entirely 
sympathetic with an orderly effort to 
settle the Japanese land question in a 
way satisfactory to California. 
Whatever the merits of the California 


residents of that State deserve th 
drastic legislation proposed by the refor- 
endum, the fact remains that a sijtua- 
tion affecting a. comparatively small 
number of California citizens is affect- 
ing, and threatening still more to af- 
fect, the friefidly relations between two 
great nations. While’ the interests of 
the people of California must, of course, 
be sedulously protected, something also 
is due to the country at large so that 
an issue fraught with danger to our 
international relations may not be un- 
duly pressed. What is needed is a fair 
hearing of both sides of the controversy 
before some tribunal authorized to in- 
vestigate the facts as a basis for treaty 
provisions finally disposing of the mat- 
ter. I have found considerable sup- 
port (even in California) for the idea 
that such a tribunal should be a joint 
high international commission. The 
findings of such a cominission,’ based 
‘on a thorough investigation, both in 
this country and in Japan, of all the 
facts, would have much weight. It 
might also become a suitable agency 
for settling other troublesome questions, 
such, for instance, as that relating to 
language schools in Hawaii, Oriental 
immigration generally, and, any other 
matters which cannot be conveniently 
settled through the ordinary diplomatic 
processes.

‘CAN GET EUROPE’S “TRADE 





Publisher Urges Development of 
Commercial Relations Which 
Will Be Lasting. 





Many masters of fifiance and industry 
throughout the United States who are 
interested in the development of an 
overseas trade have entirely . over- 
looked, in their eagerness to help devas- 
tated Europe,- the more important 
fields of Latin America, according to 
Burnet L. Clark,. President of El 
Comercio Publishing Corporation, who 
says that the people of the countries of 
South and Central America, Mexico, 
Cuba, Porto Rico and the West Indies 
“with outstretched arms are eagerly 
awaiting our friendly. commercial in- 
vitation, and at our — this trade 
is ours.”’ 

Mr. Clark emphasizes the necessity for 
immediate negotiations, however, and 
urges that American business men take 
advantage of an opportunity to gain the 
trade formerly held by Great Britain, 
Germany and: other European countries. 
In a recent article in the Old Coiony 
Magazine he summarizes the oppor- 
tunities for American business in Latin 
Americs as follows: 

‘* Latin America, with an ‘ever-increas- 
ing population’ of more than 90,000,000 
souls, possesses a.territory exceeding 
9,400,000 square miles, fertile and rich in 
undeveloped natural resources of vast 
potential value to capitalists, merchants 
and manufacturers of the United States, 
probably affording them greater and 
safer fields for permanent investment 
than are offered by any other countries 
of the world—Europe not excepted; 
therefore. we should give to the coun- 
tries south of us first consideration. In 
other words, we should redouble our ef- 
forts to secure this trade, not next year, 
but now, when the way is clear, before 
Germany and the other Buropean coun- 
tries have a chance to retrieve lost 
ground. We should get our bearings 
without loss of time and thus become 
so firmly intrenched that we cannot be 
dislodged. 

** Before the war the United States 
was itn competition with the whole 
world, but at present.the Europeans are 
mainly «engaged in- the reconstruction of 
their own countries, with little oppor- 
tunity of reaching out. Hence we should 
make thée-most of our opportunities and 
‘strike while the iron is hot,’ get the 
Latin’ American coming our way, and 
the trade will stay -witn us.
